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Ancient judges' ceremony 
is lost to the county town

THE tradition of the 
annual autumn 

Judges’ Service in 
Dorchester has been 
lost to the county town 
and this year is likely 
to be held in 
Christchurch. 

Last year the service was 
held in Sherborne Abbey. 
Local councillor Alistair 
Chisholm has said he was 
surprised to discover that 
the cost was met from the 


pocket of the High Sheriff. 
The service, at St Peter’s 
Church, accompanied by a 
walk to the Crown Court 
dates back to the days of 
the opening of the quarter 
sessions and Judge Jeffrey. 
Traditionally a senior, or 
‘red’ judge, leads the pro¬ 
cession carrying a nosegay 
of flowers as a reminder of 


the days of plague. 

Last year the autumn 
service was cancelled to 
save money. 

Mr Chisholm, a West 
Dorset councillor, had 
written to the Under Sher¬ 
iff for Dorset to express his 
concern and intends to 
raise the issue with the 
Dorchester Association 


and the town council. 

“An opportunity should 
be given to all those inter¬ 
ested in such matters to try 
and find alternative ways 
of retaining it,” said Mr 
Chisholm at the time. 

High Sheriff, Jeremy 
Pope, has now told Mr 
Chisholm that he takes re¬ 
sponsibility for moving 
away from the Court Cer¬ 
emonial in Dorchester - 
saying he felt it no longer 
appropriate now that the 
Assize Court is no longer 
held in the County Town. 

He says that, in hard eco¬ 
nomic times, it did not set 
a good example for a small 
number of judges to hold 
up the traffic in High West 
Street, not to mention the 
disruption caused to the 
court lists. 

Ancient post 

“The cost of all this fell 
exclusively to the High 
Sheriff, without any sup¬ 
port from the public purse. 

”He cites the ceremony 
and its cost as one of the 
reasons why it had become 
increasingly difficult to at¬ 
tract nominees for the post 
of High Sheriff and has 
himself set up a fund to 
help future post holders, 
something which he hopes 
will attract more to stand 
for the ancient post. 

The move has been wel¬ 
comed by Mr Chisholm: 

“I totally endorse the 
opening up of the historic 
role of High Sheriff to a

wider group within the 
Dorset community. How¬ 
ever I would like to see 
Dorchester, as the county 
and historic Assize town, 
exploring different ways 
in which it might hope to 
retain this centuries-old 
tradition within its calen-

dar of major events.” 

Mr Pope’s decision 
means that Dorchester has 
now lost the annual tradi¬ 
tion, although, as he 
points out, there is nothing 
to stop the service return¬ 
ing to the county town in 
the future. 
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IN March 2011, young architectural consultant 
Jim Larcombe decided to go it alone and set up 
his own business. 

Despite doing so in the middle of a recession, 
his Lyme Regis-based company, named Jim Lar¬ 
combe Architectural Consultant, has gone from 
strength to strength and he has just opened a 
new office having previously worked from home. 

Jim, 22, was born and bred in Lyme Regis, at¬ 
tending the Woodroffe School before gaining an 
ONC and HNC in Building Studies at Exeter Col¬ 
lege. 


• WHY did you decide to set up your own business? 

The idea of setting up my own business has always ap¬ 
pealed to me and, with plenty of local contacts through 
Lyme Regis Football Club and friends of the family, I 
gradually started picking up private work. People 
thought I was mad setting up a business in the middle 
of a recession but I always had plenty of support and it 
has certainly paid off. To date, I have taken on over 120 
projects in slightly under two years. I currently have free¬ 
lance help from an RIBA registered architect, a couple of 
architectural technicians and some office help - business 
is booming! 

• WHAT services do you offer? 

The architectural services that we offer include meas¬ 
ured surveys, which are used primarily to help with the 
design stage, carrying out surveys for Land Registry 
plans, a full design package which can include a 3D 
model of the proposal along with freehand concept 
sketches and 2D drawings as necessary for planning ap¬ 
plications. We will take on any size planning application 
anywhere in the country. We also provide a full set of 
Building Regulation drawings and offer a site supervi¬ 
sion service. 

• WHAT job are you most proud of to date? 

I have recently gained planning permission for an ultra 
contemporary project in Lyme Regis, in a cul-de-saq of 
traditional 1970s bungalows. The client knew it was not 
going to be a straightforward application and gave me 
a year to obtain planning permission but the application 
was turned around in just two and a half months. This 
has given me the encouragement to take on more am¬ 
bitious projects. 

• WHAT would your ideal architectural job be? 

I would love to get my hands on a new housing estate 
and design some contemporary new builds rather than 
your traditional pitched roof, uninspiring new builds 
that are so common these days. We are so fortunate to 
be in an area with fantastic countryside and coastal 
views that need to be maximised. 

• HOW do you hope to expand your business in the 
future? 



Within the next five years I am hoping to open another 
office, not far from Lyme Regis, and try to maximise the 
current workflow. This will not only establish the busi¬ 
ness outside of Lyme Regis but also provide more jobs 
for local people, which is something I am all for. 

• TELL us about the Upkyme school project you're 
involved in... 
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I have been quite fortunate to help Mrs Ethelston's Pri¬ 
mary School in Uplyme try to obtain planning permis¬ 
sion for a new school. I approached a team of volunteers 
in May 2011 with a view to help in whatever capacity. It 
was early days of being self-employed and I wanted to 
try and integrate myself into projects going on in the 
local area. I was later appointed along with three other 
consultants to assist the school on an outline planning 
application, which was successful. The school had been 
trying to obtain permission on this site for around 25 
years and to be part of a team that helped to achieve 
this gave me great satisfaction. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

I have a great passion for the town and it gives me great 
pleasure to have an office in Lyme and I'm fortunate to 
still be able to live here. I love the fact that you are no 
more than a 10-minute walk to the seafront, although 
the walk back up the hill isn’t so enjoyable! 

• WHAT would you add to the area if you could? 

The town is crying out for low-cost housing. It is ex¬ 
tremely hard to be able to work in the town and afford 
to buy a house here. I am willing to help any potential 
developers who would be interested in trying to provide 
this option to first-time buyers. Also, having moved into 
my new office three weeks ago in Church Street and see¬ 
ing near miss after near miss right outside my window, 
it would be nice to see a one-way system put in place, 
or traffic lights to be installed further up the road to¬ 
wards the London Inn. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I'm a member of Lyme Regis Football Club and it is 
something that I am only too happy to help out with in 
whatever way possible. I have been involved with the 
club since I was four years old. If you haven't been up 
there, I strongly recommend giving it a try. I was fortu¬ 
nate to be able to help out when it came to building 
new changing facilities and I designed the extension. 
Granted, the building isn't the most aesthetically pleas¬ 
ing in the world now but it provides the additional space 
required. It's something the whole club should be very 
proud of. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Obviously I would build my own house, it's a dream that 
I hope comes true one day. I would also invest in new 
premises for the business and attempt to create as many 
new jobs within the town as possible. I would make sure 
that the football club was financially sound and would 
donate money to both Cancer Research UK and the 
British Heart Foundation.

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Anger over refusal to hold public 
meeting into Came View housing 


A CAMPAIGN has started to oppose land off Dorchester 
bypass and the Broadmayne Road being earmarked for 
development. 

As previously reported in View from Dorchester 
around 1,000 homes could eventually be built if the site 
is agreed in the district local plan. 

Objectors say they are angry that West Dorset District 
Council has refused to arrange a special meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the proposals - and are calling for those opposed to 
the proposals to make their views known to the authority 
by March 4th. 

“The council has refused requests for a public meeting 
from, among others, members of the Local Parish Coun¬ 
cil, indicating that the Drop In Session is adequate. This 
is unfair, inappropriate and ... does not provide an ade¬ 
quate forum for the residents of Dorchester and the sur¬ 
rounding areas to voice their views,” said a spokesperson 
for the objectors group. 

The group is asking people to attend the drop-in session 
at the new district council offices,

“The residents of Dorchester have always been guar¬ 
anteed that there will be no new building approved south 
of the Dorchester Bypass to safeguard the rural setting 
of the town. 

Flawed impact 

“The council’s impact assessment significantly under¬ 
estimates the harm that the development would cause to 
nationally important heritage sites, the Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty, the natural environment and the set¬ 
ting of Dorchester. The council’s flawed impact 
assessment conflicts with national planning policies set 
out in the Government’s National Planning Policy 
Framework,” said the group. 

The protestors also say that Came View forms part of 
an important national heritage area with the rural views 
which inspired Dorchester’s internationally famous writ¬ 
ers Thomas Hardy and William Barnes likely to be lost 
forever. 

Other concerns include road access which would add 
to congestion and the fact that the area is prone to flood-

ing. We believe that this is a politically convenient reac¬ 
tion to the reduced housing allocations in Sherborne and 
Crossways. The proposal is technically unsound, and has 
been “dumped” onto Dorchester without adequate con¬ 
sultation. We believe that the council has cynically 
adopted an unreasonable, minimal and very tight consul¬ 
tation period in Dorchester in order that there is very little 
time for people to raise objections. They think that this 
will be the route of “minimum resistance” to meet their 
housing targets in Dorset. 

“Please help to prove them wrong - planning is for peo¬ 
ple, not for Councils.” 

A Save Came View Facebook page has also been set 
up to fight the proposal 
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have pledged to ‘’’protect 
vulnerable people, support 
communities and grow the 
local economy” - despite 
agreeing savings of 
£19.5million in the com- 
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ber-stamped the cuts, to¬ 
gether with a council tax 
freeze - the third year in a 
row. 

In his annual budget 
speech council leader 
Angus Campbell said that, 
although substantial sav¬ 
ings had already been 
made, there was still a 
great deal more to find: 
He said the county had al¬ 
ready delivered £43 mil¬ 
lion in savings over the 
last two years and suffered 
the loss of 525 full-time 
equivalent posts. 

“However, there is a 
great deal more to save, as 
we must find at least £90 
million by 2015/16,” he 
said. One of the pinch 
areas identified is adult so¬ 
cial care with a growing 
elderly population: “De¬ 
mand on services for the 
elderly and people with 
disabilities continues to 
grow, and is reflected in 
the increasing pressure on 
the council’s community 
care budget. 

“Taking a more ‘com¬ 
mercial’ approach to some 
services and offering com¬ 
munity groups to run oth¬ 
ers may help preserve 
them, but it will not pro¬ 
duce significant financial 
savings. We must, there¬ 
fore, look for changes in 
the way we deliver serv¬ 
ices - both as commis¬ 
sioner and provider - with 


greater emphasis on facili¬ 
tating self-help and inde¬ 
pendence.” 

The council will look to 
make savings by working 
with organisations, such as 
the NHS, which includes 
plans to provide more 
short-term residential care 
placements, so that older 
people are given a chance 
to return to their own 
homes after hospital ad¬ 
missions. 

There are also plans to 
help people with learning 
disabilities live more inde¬ 
pendently through sup¬ 
ported accommodation 
rather than living in resi¬ 
dential homes - but this de¬ 
cision is likely to result of 
the closure of Douglas 
Jackman House in Dorch¬ 
ester and another in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Faster broadband 

Other areas where sav¬ 
ings will be made include 
support to schools, passen¬ 
ger transport, museums, 
road safety and children’s 
services. 

But despite the cuts Cllr 
Campbell says there will 
also be growth - over the 
next three years more than 
£222 million will be in¬ 
vested in building and in¬ 
frastructure projects, 
including replacing Pud- 
dletown CE VC First 
School, providing super¬ 
fast broadband across rural

Dorset and re-signalling of 
the Wareham to Swanage 
branch line. 

Other projects include es¬ 
sential works on the 
Beaminster Tunnel, com¬ 
pletion of the Purbeck 
schools reorganisation and 
a new hub for adult social 
care services in Bridport. 
“These projects represent a 
great deal of investment in 
Dorset for the future bene¬ 
fit of residents, businesses 
and life chances of our 
young people,” said Cllr 
Campbell. 

At the end of the meet¬ 
ing, the council leader re¬ 
vealed that he would not be 
standing for the upcoming 
Dorset County Council 
election in May. He first 
joined the county council 
in 1989 for four years, was 
re-elected in 2001 and be¬ 
came leader of the author¬ 
ity in 2006.

PORTLAND’S famous spy ring will 
be the centre of conversation when a 
special evening is held at the pub 
where they used to meet, the Elm 
Tree at Langton Herring. 

Harry Houghton, a clerk at the Ad¬ 
miralty Underwater Weapons Estab¬ 
lishment at Portland, and his mistress 
Ethel Gee regularly used the pub. 

They often passed packages of se¬ 
cret information on to Gordon Lons¬ 
dale, a “businessman” from London, 
who, in turn, passed it on to spies 
Peter and Helen Kroger who lived at 
Ruislip and who posed as antiquarian 
booksellers. 

A mole revealed that the Russians 
were getting information from the 
AUWE and suspicion fell on 
Houghton, whose free-spending 
lifestyle was far above his salary. 

MI5 put him and Gee under sur¬ 
veillance which led to Londsdale 
who, in turn, was watched which led

to the Krogers. 

All were arrested and tried in 1961, 
Houghton and Gee getting 15 years 
in prison. They were released in 
1970 and married in 1971. Houghton 
died at Poole in 1985. 

The Krogers got 20 years each and 
mastermind Lonsdale 25 years. He 
was exchanged with the Russians for 
British spy Greville Wynne in 1964. 

Houghton and Gee became part of 
local folklore and Elm Tree landlady 
Debbie Hughes said she hopes to 
hold a special evening to highlight 
the pub’s spy connection. 

She said: “So many people are in¬ 
terested in the spy ring and come 
here to visit because of the pub’s 
connection with it. 

“Houghton and Gee used to sit here 
near the fire, get drunk, spend a lot 


of money and get very, very loud - 
hardly the actions of people passing 
on secrets! 

“A lot of people who were col¬ 
leagues of the three used to see them 
in the Elm Tree without knowing 
what they were doing. 

“Nowadays we get a lot of visitors 
coming into the pub, reading our 
framed stories about the spy ring and 
asking questions. 

“I decided that, with so much inter¬ 
est, it would be a great idea to get to¬ 
gether some of those who knew 
Houghton and Gee, worked with 
them or were connected in some way 
with the incidents of the time.” 

If all goes well then the evening 
will be held in a few months time. 

Debbie said: “We are particularly 
interested in welcoming people with 
any memorabilia of the time from 
newspapers and magazines to books 
which they could bring along on the 
night for everyone to look at.”

Bids invited to provide faster broadband 


BIDS are being invited to bring faster 
broadband access to mral Dorset. 

Dorset County Council is leading 
the £19million project which could 
benefit 87,000 homes and busi¬ 
nesses. 

Providers have until mid-April to 
bid for the work. 

The county council believes the in¬ 
vestment will create jobs as well as 
make access to council services 
quicker and easier. 

Councillor Robert Gould is the 
council’s portfolio holder for envi¬ 


ronment said: “This week represents 
an important milestone for the proj¬ 
ect. We have worked closely with 
our partners to agree the best way to 
improve the access to superfast 
broadband for as many people in 
Dorset as possible. 

“We are already seeing benefits in 
the towns where commercial 
providers are already upgrading their 
networks. But Dorset contains huge 
rural areas which would be left be¬ 
hind without this project. 


“We have £9.44 million from the 
Government and, with our partners, 
are investing a further £9.44 million 
of local public funds.” 

The partners include the district 
and borough councils, local busi¬ 
nesses and community groups. 

Premises which do not get access 
to superfast broadband will get an 
upgrade to at least 2Mbps, with 
many getting much higher speeds 
than that. Currently one in five get 
just 0.5Mbps.

Last week to get 
your bus pass 
sorted at county 

THIS week is the last to contact Dorset County Council 
about bus passes for the coming year. 

The authority is taking over responsibility for bus pass 
applications from district and borough councils across 
Dorset and is asking those whose details might have 
changed, including their addresses, to get in touch. 

The council claims that new centralised service will 
provide a more consistent service across the county and 
give better value for money for tax payers. 

The change will also mean that Dorset residents apply¬ 
ing for an older persons or disabled persons bus pass for 
the first time will now be able to apply by phone, by 
downloading an application form online or by collecting 
a application form from their district or borough council, 
or from their local library. 

Residents needing to renew their pass will be invited to 
reapply or automatically sent replacements through the 
post. The council say that if you have not been contacted, 
and were expecting a letter, you should now contact them. 
Anyone who has moved since their current pass was is¬ 
sued should contact their local district or borough council 
to update their address details before the end of February 
- to allow the information to get on the database by the 
start of the new service in April. 

Apart from age qualifications concessionary passes 
may be available if you are blind or partially sighted; are 
profoundly or severely deaf; without speech; 

have a disability, or have suffered an injury, which has 
a substantial and long-term adverse effect on your ability 
to walk. Concessions also apply to veterans of the Armed 
Services who have been seriously injured in service.

Cabinet system leads to 
'risky decision making' 


■ WDDC Councillor Andy Can¬ 
ning's statement on councillors 
in a cabinet system of local gov¬ 
ernment being 'All just voting 
fodder' is serious for all West 
Dorset residents. 

Under it, the ruling party 
leader chooses the councillors 
he wants, currently all from his 
own party, for the executive. 

He can effectively increase the 
power of the executive and re¬ 
duce the degree of debate all 
elected councillors can have to¬ 
gether. This reduces the influ¬ 
ence non-executive-committee 
councillors can make before 
final proposals come to full 
council meetings for ratification. 

This drains away a potentially 
rich vein of democratic input, in¬ 
cluding from the ruling party it¬ 
self. Statistically, it leads to more 
risky decision-making, for exam¬ 
ple a seven-person executive 
was involved in the failure of 
proper democracy over the de¬ 
cision to place new offices on 
top of Charles Street South car 


park. 

Forty-eight voices in full com¬ 
prehensive debate - instead of 
seven in a piece-meal way - at 
an early stage would have in¬ 
creased the chances of a wiser 
decision being taken. 

But when the seven don't any¬ 
way reflect the will of the elec¬ 
torate roughly proportionately, 
there's a clear rift from the dem¬ 
ocratic will. 

Just 156 residents of the 
16,000 people in Dorchester 
voted for the new offices in the 
official Dorchester town poll. 

Moreover it was a decision 
steered along by a seven-per¬ 
son executive none of whom 
lived in Dorchester, and despite 
the town council voting unani¬ 
mously against. 

The worst aspect was that crit¬ 
ical information on constraint 
on car-parking remained un¬ 
known by councillors ie. the fact 
that - as the offices went up - 
the 485 promised new replace¬ 
ment car-park spaces wouldn't 


be available for over another 
three years untilafter a shop¬ 
ping development was com¬ 
pleted. 

This didn't appear in any Com¬ 
munity Link edition, nor any 
agenda or minutes of the coun¬ 
cil, being tucked-away on the 
internet in a couple of sen¬ 
tences on page 30 of a 60 page 
report, of which virtually all 
councillors remained unaware, 
as did all retailers and public. 

When this information was ex¬ 
posed generally, councillors had 
no time to stop the building 
anyway. Moreover individual 
members of the executive at 
that time still refuse all invita¬ 
tions to discuss this issue in 
public. 

WDDC's cabinet government 
is democratically dangerous.Ti¬ 
tanic House will sadly remain a 
permanent reminder of its dan¬ 
ger. And an inspiration to drive 
for proper democracy.

Is show of hands stifling democracy? 


■ I HEARTILY applaud Councillor Gillian Summers' 
courageous attempt, backed by Councillor David 
Tett, to change the voting system for Bridport's 
mayoral election from a public show of hands to a 
secret ballot. 

She is absolutely right to suggest that secret bal¬ 
lots allow participants to vote freely in accordance 
with their own true personal opinions, rather than 
feel intimidated or pressured into slavishly follow¬ 
ing a party-political line. 

Clearly, theirs was a principled stance on voting 
reform, in no way guided by narrow self-interest. 

Happily, both councillors are in a strong position 
to continue advocating this very principle. Both 
serve on West Dorset District Council; indeed, 
Councillor Summers is its incumbent chairman. 

WDDC's full council consists of 48 members, 
elected to represent their constituents' interests: 
48 dedicated, articulate, conscientious, thoughtful 
individuals, each having their own voice, their own 
values and their own personal views. 

Full council, which meets five times a year, also 


has a tradition of voting by a public show of hands. 

Thirty-two of those individuals - all belonging to 
the same political group - typically vote in a solid 
bloc on issue after issue, at meeting after meeting, 
in effect rubber-stamping the executive commit¬ 
tee's "recommendations", apparently without the 
need for any public discussion or debate. 

I had naively assumed that such perfect consen¬ 
sus was achieved either by sheer coincidence or 
by extra-sensory perception, for no-one ever ad¬ 
mits to pre-determination. 

But it might actually be the show-of-hands sys¬ 
tem that is stifling debate and guaranteeing the 
rigid conformity. 

So I now look forward to Councillors Summers 
and Tett actively pursuing their campaign for se¬ 
cret ballots, this time at WDDC, if only to save so 
many of its elected representatives from being re¬ 
garded by the public as little more than a set of 
nodding dogs. Oh yes!

Trio Flyright into Dorset 


AT LAST, an exhibition of contemporary art that can be 
accessed and enjoyed by all. 

Works by a total of 24 artists are displayed in the exhi¬ 
bition which opened this Saturday at Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum. At the exhibition preview over 200 people 
enjoyed exploring the new works of art, many displayed 
alongside artefacts from the Museum's unique collec¬ 
tions.

Bath City 2 Dorchester Town 3 

February 12th, Blue Square Sth -att 418 
DORCHESTER Town produced another out¬ 
standing performance to complete the dou¬ 
ble over Bath City atTwerton Park on Tuesday 
of last week. 

The victory followed just three days after the 
Magpies had beaten league leaders Salisbury 
City at The Avenue and completes the first 
back to back wins since September. 

The result sees The Magpies climb to a re¬ 
spectable 10th in the Blue Square South, five 
points clear of relegation but only seven short 
of a play-off place, so tight is the league this 
year. 

There were two changes to the side that 
played Salisbury. 

Nick Crittenden who played on Saturday de¬ 
spite having barely recovered from a ham¬ 
string injury, paid the price for his bravery and 
had to withdraw following the warm-up after 
feeling the effects, and was replaced by Lewis 
Morgan. 

Kieffer Moore, who signed from Truro City 
the night before, made his debut replacing 
Charlie Clough up front. 

Clough was moved back to his normal cen¬ 
tral defensive position in place of Nathan 
Walker who needed five stitches in a cut 
above the eye sustained in the build up to 
Dorchester's winner. 

The new striker's presence gave the Magpies 
an edge up front that the Romans couldn't 
cope with, and he soon had City'keeper Jason 
Mellor working to save his shot. 

Ben Watson, wallowing in the freedom he 
has been missing for most of the season 
where he has had to work alone up front, gave 
them the lead on 20 minutes when Mark 
Preece allowed him too much room and he 
turned to fire past Mellor. 

The lead only lasted seven minutes however 
when Charlie Griffin was bundled over right 
on the edge of the area and he stepped to curl 
the free-kick past Jason Matthews. 

Dorchester, despite the rigours of their en¬ 
ergy sapping encounter with Salisbury, 
stepped up to the plate and regained the lead 
on 38 minutes when the Romans defence 
failed to clear Jake Smeeton's cross. 

Watson flicked the ball on, and when Dan 
Ball hesitated, Sam Malsom robbed him to fire 
them ahead again. 

Five minutes later Bath were level again 
through Griffin who lobbed Matthews from 
25 yards. 

Although the 'keeper got his hand to the 
ball he could only push it into the roof of the 
net. 

The second half was more even as Bath, who 
had lost their previous three home games 
looked to put the run to an end, but they 
rarely looked to trouble Matthews. 

Dorchester continued to search for a winner 
and it arrived ten minutes from time when 
Aaran Pugh climbed highest at a corner to 
powerfully head home the winner. 

Manager Phil Simkin was absolutely de¬ 
lighted with his side's performance and with 


Moore's debut. 

He told ViewSport:"\Ne played really well. 
They had two shots at goal the whole game 
and scored two"worldy's". 

"We won well, better than the score line sug¬ 
gests, and when you consider how hard they 
had to play on Saturday and then to step up 
again three days later with many of them car¬ 
rying knocks, it was a great achievement. 

"In the first-half I thought we were awe¬ 
some, and Kieffer made a terrific debut. 

"He was unlucky not to score, but his contri¬ 
bution was massive. He fitted in well; it's not 
easy to walk into a dressing room for an away 
game with a bunch of lads you don't know 
and haven't trained with." 

He added: "We looked a different side and 
looked like we could score every time we went 
forward; they couldn't handle him, he was too 
powerful. 

"Ben Watson looks a different player. With 
Charlie Clough alongside him the last few 
games it made a difference, but with Keiffer, 
who's a proper forward, it made a huge differ¬ 
ence. 

Williams brace foils Magpies

DORCHESTER Town failed to keep their mini 
unbeaten run going when they were beaten 
by two Manny Williams goals at The Camrose 
on Saturday, and although Kieffer Moore 
scored his first goal for the Magpies since sign¬ 
ing from Truro City late on it was not enough.

With Watson suffering a calf injury, Ashley 
Nicholls replaced him at the start of the sec¬ 
ond half having missed the previous game 
with a foot injury. 

However, it was Basingstoke who opened 
the scoring on 49 minutes when Williams was 
on hand to score from the rebound after 


Simon Dunn's initial toe-poke was blocked by 
Jason Matthews. 

Williams almost grabbed a second ten min¬ 
utes later when he brought a first class reac¬ 
tion save from Matthews after some neat 
footwork in the area, but Dorchester hit back 
straight away and Pugh had another oppor¬ 
tunity from a free-kick but headed straight at 
Bayes. 

Chances continued to be made at both ends 
and after Shaun McAuley fired over from six 
yards, Malsom could only find fire straight at 
Bayes from distance. 

Clough was moved up front by manager 
Phil Simkin to try and force an equaliser, but it 
was Williams who put Stoke further ahead 
seven minutes from time; pouncing to net 
after Wes Daly's shot had hit the post. 

Two minutes later however the Magpies 
were back in with a chance after Jake Smee¬ 
ton's run down the left saw him beat two de¬ 
fenders before crossing to the far post where 
the unmarked Moore has a simple chance and 
heads home. 

With added time looming Martin hit the 
outside of the upright following a goalmouth 
scramble but Dorchester could not find the 
equaliser they deserved.

Reflecting on Saturday's defeat he 
said:"l felt we might have won on Sat¬ 
urday or at least got a point particu¬ 
larly in how well we played as a team 
against Salisbury and Bath City, and 
the great start Watto and Kieffer 
made; they are a great pairing." 

"We should have been ahead at 
half-time. Watto's missed a header in 
front of goal and they didn't really 
look like they were going to score.
